The managers themselvae confess that 


the muchly advertised day meeting at 
Imboden'a Springs (01 Carter Harriaon 
was a flat failure in point of numbers^ 
there being not more than 1,000 people 
in the grove at any one time. The com- 
mittee had worked for weeks to get up a 
big meeting, and it WHB frequently pre- 
dicted that there would be 10,000 to 15,000 
visitors here to receive Harrison. There 
wero no more people here at 2 p. m. yes- 
terday than may be Been on the streets 
any fai r Saturday. The weather was fine, 
and it was expected that the Jumbo of 
Chicago would draw a big crowd, but he 
failed, though the local committee did 
their beet to "shake the woods" to arouse 
the moasbaoks. Harrison appeared disap- 
pointed at the size of the crowd, but did 
not say anything about it, and neither did 
John M. Palmer or Jehu R Eden; nei- 
ther did any of them have anything to 
eay about the 17,000 Republican majority 
in Maine, though Carter brought the de- 
teeted Chicago papers to to tho stand 
with him which gave the figures. 


THE TOBOH.LIGHT PARADE. 


The torch-light procession, which was 


eighteen minutes passing a given point, 
was more of a success in point of num- 
bers, noise and the usual democratic en- 
thusiasm.

Palmor, 
Iloii. John R. Edon, and a uutnber of commlt- 
tooraon Ju two sally decorated carriages, bead- 
ed by tbo G. A. It. band, the long boasted "pro- 
cossLon" which was to have paralyzed tbe 
Kepublleaue <u a demonstration, moved slowly 
and tmeahlDgly through several of the princi- 
pal 9trcot9 to Imbodon'8 Springs, whore tho 
afternoon mooting was hold ID tho grove. Tho 
"crowd" assembled and took scats on tbo

At 0 o'clock Judge Nelson, In a characteristic 


but Ijrlof speoch, Introduced Ex-Gov. John M. 
I'nlmcr, who wae received wltb moderate 
applnuso. lu tho outset Mr. 1'almer gavo a 
succinct history of tho organization of tho 
Kepubllean party and tho fulfillment of Its 
objocts; he took occasion to apologlzo for 
leaving tho party la 1872 to vote for Grooley, 
anil then boasted of having voted for Tlldon. 
Ho would not then undertake to defend the 
past of either the Republican or Democratic 
party. Ho took tho ground that bo acted with 
tho Domocratlo party of to-day because It 
advocates those things be wanted done. ' What 
do the two parties propose to do? That Is tbe 
question.

Ho referred to 
the personal liberty and temperance ques- 
tions, nnd tried to show Indirectly that tbe 
ilviiiucrats aru In favor of open saloons, and 
Unit all Republicans are on the other side- 
Tho fpeakor alluded to tbo claims of tbo 
Republican party for what It bad done for tbe 
country, nud made a labored attempt to ridi- 
cule the legislation of tho party In power. Lot 
us go back to tho old democratic days. Uefor- 
rluK to platforms adopted, ho said that the 
Republic-annualChicago adopted one unlike any 
ctlior, and the Democrats got there and adopt- 
ed one entirely dltforont, but not & whit better.

He Is no public 
speukcr, but he has plenty of assurance, and 
proceeded at once to toll how great a man he 
Is—In bis own estimation. Ills remarks were 
almost wholly devoted te himself. 
With a 


lemon In hand and a bundle of Chicago papers 
on the board lu front of him, Mr. Harrison 
commenced speaking. A boy near tho stand 
was talking loud, when Carter turned and 
pettishly orlod out: "Stop selling thoteoones, 
or I'll send a man after you," Slick Mont- 
gomery kept ettll, nod then Carter proceeded 
to "do up" toe Chicago papers, paying bit 
respects chloBy to Iho TrOtune and Inter-Ocean.

The Sensation of Drowning. 


Tho sud ending of the li/e of youug 


Edward Kelley recalls to nund that 
Captain P F Alba'raine as near drown- 
ing off tlio Point as any man who ever 
entered those waters and escaped to toll 
tho tale 
In conversation yesterday 


Captain Alba told his experience in the 
following words 


"f was a great swimmer in my youth 


In fact, 1 \vas expert m all athletic ex- 
ercises, anil a swim of that sort I under- 
took at Point Clear was m my mind but 
nn easy pastime 
Tbe waves were 


rolling model ately high, and I swam 
out to ndo them. I was having quite 
un enjoyable cxpeiiouce wi^cn I noticed 
a little ilotilla of jelly-fish, which sped 
to WAI (1 me w ith great velocity 
I Knew 


thoj had, voi> little movement of then 
own and wad surmised thut I swept 
past them so rapidly 
The thought oc- 
iimcd to mo that perhips I was in a 
current, and I concluded to turn round 
and, swim back, to shore 
I turned, but 


at once saw it was of no use for I made 
no headway at all 
" 'Ah,' said 1, 'you are in for it, old 


man 
iTou have got out h-re and now 


you ftie going to hove a struggle with 
tho monster ' At iirst I did not feel 
concerned, bull noticed that the clouda 
were gathering and the wind was be- 
coming itrongur, driving the waves up 
Inn-hoi, uutl, moreovei, the night was 
coming on 
'Surely I will lie picked 


up,' I said, as I swam leisurely along, 
trying not to exert myself, 'but then,' 
I thought, 'I am not what I used to be, 
I am oldor and more lleshy, and out of 
practice True, lean swim a long time, 
but not vei) long m such a sea ' Then 
I looked all around, and there was not

"I continued to paddlo about, and

At length I sounded for 


bottom As I let iuy feet sink it seemed

down I strangled ami the most horrible
